"Whereas, In Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 20, • 


189S, the President of the' United States 
of America gave utterance to the senti- 
ment: 
'That the time has come wh^n 


the United States should share in caring 
for the graves of the Confederate dead: 
and, whereas, this utterance of the chief 
executive of tlie nation demands from 
us, the 
survivors of our dead com- 


rades-in-arms, a frank and generous re- 
sponse to so lofty and magnanimous 
sentiment. 


"Therefore, be it resolved by the Con- 


federate Veterans, in annual^ convention i 
assembled, that in this act of President | 
McKinley, and in its reception by our 
brethren of the north, we recognize au- 
thoritative evidence that we are agaia a, 
united people, and one in determination 
to exhibit to the world the gentler, as 
well as the sterner traits of American 
character, and that we accept the state- 
ment of our chief executive in the spirit 
in which it was made, believing that 
such legislation by the general govern- 
ment, as he has suggested, would show 
clearly the advance that the American 
people have achieved in those higher 
virtues that .adorn a great nation." _ 


Mayor Smyth extended to the visitors 


a welcome. General Gordon was then 
escorted to the front of the stage, and 
his appearance was the signal for a 
storm of applause.

done a once, people will not feel that 
it is safe to be on the street after dark 
-without a revolver 
handy, and the 


merchants will have to empjoy a spe- 
cial guard to protect their property.

Irreilatible Jiatmre' of the Oregom 


HeKiment'i Charge on the Enemy'n 
Inireiifhmeuts—Strength of the De- 
fensive Works uiid Coulldence of 
the Filipino*. 


The New York Post's correspondent, 


writing from Malinta under date of 
March 27 about the fall of Malubon, 
says: Malabon has fallen and the insnr- 
rectos are in full retreat npon Maloloa, 
their capital and last fortified position 
in the lowlanc1, their steps hastened by 
the boom of artillery and the crack of 
Kfag and Springfield rifles. With the 
fall of Malolos, which must come in a 
few days, their government will be on 
wheels, and they will be wanderers on 
the face of Luzon, with only the moun- 
tains for a refuge. Hampered by thou- 
ianda of women and children—for the 
noncombatants flee ahead of the ad- 


1 vancing American line, all of whom 
have been forced to leave their food 
supply behind—they will not be in a 
position for continued resistance. 


1 
After the battle of Caloocan, on Feb. 


10, the American lines were established, 
and intrenched from Caloocan, curving 
backward to the right to the reservoir 
and out to the pnmping station, a front 
of about six miles. There they remained 
until Otis thought he had received re- 
enforcewents enough to justify an ad- 
vance. The left of the line faced Mala- 
bon, an important town on the bay 
shore, possessing strong natural defenses 
in the swamps and bayous surrounding 
it. During the six weeks of wasted time 
on our part the natives fronted onr 
lines with a series of magnificent in- 
trenchments, such as good troops could 
never be driven from by three times 
their force, aided by considerable- artil- 
lery. There were three lines of trenches, 
one back of the other, and all of them 
concealed in the woods and brush, with 
bamboo entanglements or almost im- 
passable swamps in front of them. 
It 


was an impregnable position, and the 


1 natives were justly confident of their 
ability to hold it. 


No such position as that had ever 


1 been captured from them by the Span- 
iards. Indeed they bad never felt it 
necessary to construct such strong works 
for defense against the Spaniards, who 
do not indnlge in the American playful- 
ness of charging earthworks and by 
' shooting from behind their breastworks 


I neglecting to stop when fired upon. For 
six weeks they held these lines, sharp- 
shooting all day and making almost 
nigntly attacks, and more than a score of 
our men were killed'or wounded,.and in 


' that time they gained the greatest con- 
' fidence in their fighting powers, believ- 
1 ing the Americans were afraid to at- 
| tack them. From this pleasant dream 
they were rudely awakened, and now 
their magnificent trenches, from which 
nightly issued taunts and howls of de- 
rision, are vacant, except where partial- 
ly filled in stretches-of "them indicate 
the burial places of scores of-the recent 
howlers. 


General MacArthur's division, con- 


sisting of the Kansas, Montana, Third 
artillery, Colorado,. Pennsylvania;South 
Dakota, and Nebraska" regiments, which 
had been holding the lines, was re-en- 
fcrced by "Wheaten's -flying brigade, 
composed of the Oregon, Twentieth and 
Twenty-second regiments, Which had 
just captured Pasig and cleared out the 
country necessary to be occupied by us 
before it was safe to advance the lines 
to the north. On Friday, March 24, 
"Wheaton's brigade marched out of the 
city and halted out of range of the ene- 
my in the rear of -the-American lines, 
and after dark moved into its position 
in the trenches. Every effort was mada 
to conceal from the insurgents this 
strengthening of our Hues, but it was 
probably not successful, as the move- 
ment of so many troops to the front 
must in some way have been communi- 
cated to them by friends in the city. 
The Kansas regiment, which had been 
holding the extreme left of the line, fac- 
ing the heaviest intrenchments in front 
of Malabon, was moved farther to the 
right, and to the Oregon regiment was 
assigned the supreme task of the day, 
the carrying of the stronghold. 


During the early part of the night 


there was great enthusiasm in the in- 
surgent lines. Some one was evidently 
making them a speech, for they fre- 
quently yelled and cheered with all 
the vigor of a political meeting when 
the stump speaker scores a 'center shot 
on the despicable opposing candidate. 
Their high, falsetto yells lacked the 
power and vigor of the deeper toned 
American cheer, but no doubt as fully 
expressed theif sentiments. Occasion- 
ally their high keyed bngles would ring 
out, and once I heard tne familiar air 
of 
"Marching' Through 
Georgia," 


which the Filipino bands all learned to 
play soon after the American occupa- 
tion of Manila. On our -aide all was 
quiet, save for the rattle of army wag- 
ons on the hard road back of Caloocan 
bringing np ammunition'and supplies, 
a noise nnusnal enough to tell the ene- 
my that something new' was' 'on foot. 
At last tho Filipinos quieted down, and 
soon the bugles of both, armies sounded 
tattoo and taps, and nothing more was 
heard except the calls from trench to 
trench of the insurrectoa, whoee custom 
it was to call the numbers of their posts 
every ten minutea. 


At intervals fluting the night the in- 


snrrentos opened 'fire' Tipon 'the Ameri- 
can intrenchments at the .nearest point 
on the extreme left of. the line, where 
Company L of the Oregon. regiment 
was stationed, the distance being less 
than 100 yards, but--no- attention was 
paid to it, and the noMrers slept nntil 
reveille at 4:80 o'clock in tho morning. 


At daylight the battle began on the 


extreme right, the plan being to execute 
a left turn, with the Oregon? as a pivot, 
and endeavor to shut up the enemy in 
Malabon, The right of the. line was far 
in the rear of the left, and it 'took'ft 
long time to swing it around. 'The fir- 
ing was heavy for four hours,' the lina 
steadily advancing, new regiments coin- 
ing into action as the battle gradually 
extended toward the left, wh'ero tha 
heavy in<renchments:of the enemy were 
located. Adetacbraent of the Tftah bat- 
tery was stationed'on a knoll near tbtl 
riiilrond at Coloocan and threw shells 
into the woodfl.in front of the advancing 


.6, and, was inn* 


trenches in front of the Oregon* when 
General 'Wheaton notified the com- 
laander that be was going to order a 
charge, and thus the regiment was com- 
pelled to assault the stronghold without 
the aid of artillery or even without pre- 
viously demoralizing the 
enemy by 


heavy volleys of musketry. 


About 10 o'clock the order came for 


the Oregons >o charge the intrench- 
ments. AS one man, the soldiers leaped 
over their breastworks and rushed for- 
ward with yells and cheers, amid a 
storm of bullets that left many of them 
on the ground. Before the astonished 
enemy folly realized what was happen- 
ing the troops had cleared the interven- 
ing space, broken through the entangle- 
ments, waded waist deep through the 
mud and water and climbed the face of ' 
the first trench, shooting right and left 
and front among the fleeing defenders. 


From the first trench tho Filipinos 


' fled to the second, and a^ the irresisti- 


ble line swept on they again took ref- 
uge in the th'ird, only to abandon it in 
turn and seek safety across the river 
which runs in the rear of their lines, 
destroying a span of the bridge. From 
strong defenses on the opposite aide and 
from trenches across tke bayou separat- 
ing the trenches from Malabon they 
continued the fire until dark, it being 
impracticable to advance our lines far- 
ther on the left until the right had 
pushed farther to the front. 


Hasty intrenchmenta were thrown Up 


to protect our troops from this fire, the 
bodies of many slain Filipinos being 
used as a foundation for this purpose, 
intrenching tools being scarce. Other 
bodies were thrown into the deep cuts 
across the road and, with a little top 
dressing of dirt, made a good road 
again for the Hotchkiss gun serving 
with the left wing to advance to a posi- 
tion commanding the bridge, where the 
regiment was to force a crossing in the 
morning. Many' other 
bodies were 


thrown into the trenches and covered 
with dirt, while others, scattered about 
in the woods aad fields over which the 
battle line swept, still remain unburied. 


This charge of- the Oregon regiment 


Is worthy to rank with any feat of 
American arms in any war, and if it 
had been made against regular troops 
the regiment would have been literally 
cut to pieces. As it was; it sustained 
49 casualties in a few nJinutes. The 
German consul, looking over the ground 
the next day, said he would have de- 
clared it impossible to take such a posi- 
tion without artillery and expressed his 
complete astonishment, but when told 
that the work was done by volunteers 
instead of regulars he waa completely 
duraf ounsled. -He perhaps does not recog- 
nize the fact- that "volunteer" is only 
a word and not a condition, and that 
the volunteers in the Philippines, after 
nearly a year of service, are as good 
troops as Uncle Sam ever possessed. 


Meanwhile the steady advance of the 


right continued -against strong opposi- 
tion, and every regiment, volunteer and 
regular, ran against coricealed intrench- 
meuts, from which they had to advance 
and drive the enemy, themselves always 
being in plain view and the enemy 
screened by brush and timber, always 
retreating in time to get new cover 
from which to fire upoJ the advancing 
line. All the Americans could, do was 
to fill the roads" and brush in front of 
them with bullets as they advanced 
without learning the effect of their fire 
or the exact position of the enemy. Oc- 
casionally the white clothing of a flee- 
ing insurrecto or the striped bine of one 
of Agninaldo's regulars would be de- 
fccried through an opening in the brush, 
and almost invariably the wearer was 
a dead man an instant later. The great- 
er portion of 'tb'e enemy killed were 
slaughtered in this way, except those 
caught in the rush upon the first in- 
trenchments. It was the" luck of the 
Kansas regiment, 
which had been 


moved from in front of the Malabon 
trenches the night before, to strike a 
strong position, which it carried with 
the same gallantry that has marked all 
its fighting since the campaign began 
and to suffer severe losses. The same 
steadiness and courage were displayed 
by all regiments, and all suffered losses 
and carried: everything 'before them. 
There was no drawing baok, and when 
darkness came on and the firing ceased 
the entire Jine rested on the river, pre- 
pared to force a crossing next morning. 


Mr. Decker's Oar Coffin. 


"William Decker, an eccentric indi- 


vidual, who had been an infidel for 
many years, was buried recently at 
Shepard, n|ar Nilea, Mich. Two years 
ago Deckfer*had his coffin built, an'd.-ac- 
cording to his fishes,'Be'was buried in 
bis frobt yard.'' The coffin was painted 
a bright red. On a stone at the head of 
the grave waa inscribed, "Here lies the 
body of William 'Decker, who alw-ays 
paid 100 cents on the dollar." The fu- 
neral services-were conducted by an at- 
torney instead,of a minister at the re- 
quest of Decker.'—Cincinnati Enquirer. 


THE ELECTRICAL SHOW. 
THE MALAY MAID. 


Marvels of the Science to Be Seen 


at New York. 


MANY HOVELTIE8 TO BE EXHIBITED 


Woman Diver to Be Seen In a Gla»» 


Tank, and the Electric Cave. Will 
Startle All—Wireleam Telefftmpbr *° 
Be Densonstmted—Feature* of the 
Government Kxliibtt. 


The annual electrical show at Madi- 


son Square Garden, in New York, open- 
ed the other night at 8 o'clock in a 
blaze of splendor! The exhibition i« 
given under the auspices of the National 
Electric Lighting association, which 
| will have a representation from all 
parts of the Union. The twenty-second 
annual convention of the association 
will be held during the show. 


1 
The exhibition is expected to surpass 


in the beauty of its illuminations and 
in the character of its exhibits any pre- 
vious affair of the kind ever held. The 
electrical effects to be seen are the latest 
inventions and applications in the sci- 
ence of electricity. The placing of the 
heavy machinery on the main floor will 
give the show an unusual mechanical 
interest. 


Among the interesting features of 


the show will be an exhibition in a 
tank containing eight feet of water of 
the use of electricity under water as 
applied by the government for diving 
and for harbor exploration. The tank 
will be erected on a raised platform and 
will hava a glass front. A woman diver 
will remain under the water for more 
than an hour at each demonstration. 
The use of the searchlight under water 
will be shown, the use of the air pumps 
and the manner of maintaining tele- 
phonic communication between the di- 
ver and the out of the water world. 


Another feature down stairs will be 


the electric cave in the tunnel under 
the amphitheater. The scenic effects 
and illumination of this tunnel will be 
beautiful, and the visitor who passes 
through it will be treated to a hundred 
feet of surprises. There will be ail de- 
grees of temperature, from tropical to 
arctic. There will be thunder and light- 
ning, and the visitors' hair will stand 
on end. 


There will be a demonstration of 


wireless telegraphy. The apparatus will 
be mounted on a glass table, so that it 
may be plainly seen how the'system is 
operated. Messages may be sent and re- 
ceived by the visitors. 


The United States government ex- 


hibit, which will be one of the features 
of the show, is under the direction of Ira 
W. Henry^and includes the war de- 
partment and signal corps exhibits. The 
latter will include the flying telegraph 
cart, the telegraph wagon and truck 
used for carrying a "central office" oil 
wheels and the light steel telegraph 
poles ueed for rapid construction in time 
of wari also a telegraph switchboard 
used at Ponce, Porto Rico, constructed 
by Lieutenant Colonel JReber out of 
sugar kettles captured from the enemy; 
an outfit of telegraph and telephone in- 
struments and appliances used by our 
troops during the battle of Santiago. 


The navy department will show a 


night signal system, a battle order in- 
dicator, a diving lamp and other instru- 
ments used on board battleships during 
the war. 
It will show a searchlight 


taken from the sunken cruiser Vizcaya, 
used by the Spaniards to light up the 
entrance to Santiago harbor. 
The 


searchlight from the ill fated Maine 
will be on exhibition. The Smithsonian 
institution will show a series of models 
of inventions illustrating the advance 
of electrical engineering. 


On the main floor will be a display of 


automobiles, which in number and vari- 
ety will be the greatest ever shown in 
America. An electric theater, will re- 
produce scenes from plays given in New 
York during the season. The theatro- 
phone will enable visitors to hear what 
is being said on the stages of several of 
the theaters. The art of electrical cook- 
ing in all its ramifications will be 
shown. 


The music for the exhibition will be 


produced, by an automatic electric or- 
gan. 
The great auditorium will be 


beautifully decorated and illuminated 
with countless numbers of incandescent 
lights, to say nothing of the various 
light producing devices used by exhibit- 
ors.—New York Journal.

NEW MAXIM GUN TESTS. 


If Successful, the Army May Have n 


Branch of Service. 


Major Taylor and Lieutenant Harney 


of the United States army, with the 
possible addition of Captain Bogers 
Eirnie, will constitute an examining 
board to examine into the merits of a 
new Maxim gun with a view to adopt- 
ing it for service. It is possible that a 
new branch of the .service will be or- 
ganized to use it- The new arm ia one 
in which the recoil of the barreMs util- 
' ized to load, eject the empty shells and 
produce new cartridges ready for firing. 
It ia operated by one man, who has no 
other duty to perform than to sit on a 
tripod and direct the fire of the gun. 
Its advantages are extreme lightness, 
stability and endurance, as well aa 
rapid firing qualities. The gun has al- 
ready been adopted by most of the Eu- 
ropean governments, and its practical 
value has rbeen tested in actual cam- 
paigns. It' is already used by the navy, 
but only in larger sizes, while the one 
suggested for the army will discharge 
the same caliber of ammunition as the 
small arms used by both army and navy. 


Different makes of machine guns 


have been used in the United States 
army, the Nordenfeldt, Gatling and 
Hotchkiss 
revolving 
cannon being 


among the number, but the new Maxim 
has features quite distinctive from any 
of these. Without the tripod the gun 
weighs between 50 and 60 pounds and 
can be earned strapped to a man's back 
or on a mule. Many army officers favor 
a new branch of service to use small 
rapid firing guns. James Huber and T- 
F. Lane, representing the Vicker's Sons 
and Maxim company of England, are 
in Springfield, Mass., to attend tests 
that are to be made by the board of 
officers, — New York Sun.

This consular 
dispatch says that about $7,000,000 of 
the amount will be used for various 
needs of traffic. About $20, 000, 000 will 
go for increasing the speed of trains. 
About $15, 000, 000 will be spent on new 
rails. Besides these appropriations there 
will be spent $15,707,500 on the Siberi- 
an railroad and $86,565,000 on other 
lines. The greater part of this expendi- 
ture will be for material and appliances 
in whicu American manufacturers are 
foremost.

A. PREPOSTEROUS PROPOSITION 


We do"not believe the city council or 


the people will endorse the proposition 
of the school committee relative to ac- 
quiring a. site for a school building on 
the hospital lands in ward three. The 
school committee is "unanimously in 
favor of accepting a perpetual lease of 
land from the hospital' corporation for 
a school house site and paying the. 
hospital corporation the annaul rental 
of $400 forever. In the proposed agree- 
ment between the city and the hospi- 
tal corporation it is to be stipulated that 
the city may at any time buy the 
school house site outright for a sum 
not exceeding $8,000. 


This is a preposterous and unjust 


proposition. The city must not go into 
the leasing of land for its public build- 
ings. It must own outright the land 
on which it builds its school houses. If 
the hospital corporation is willing to 
agree to sell at a future time the par- 
cel of land in question for a sum not 
exceeding $8,000' why is it not willing 
to sell it now? And why should the 
city be asked to enter into this childish 
quibbling? Tnere is an answer. The 
city can borrow money at 3 per cent, 
per annum. Three per cent on $8,000 
is only $240, and that is all that the 
paying of $8,000 would mean to the city.

General Wheeler declared that the 


military history of the southern people 
lias been a prominent feature in his- 
tory from the first settlement of this 
country.

war with Mexico and then passing to 
the war betwen the states he said: 


"The battle-scarred veterans, who, 


during four years of bloody warfare, 
dazzled the world with the splendor of 
their heroism are fast passing away 
The few who remain gather anually to 
renew the 
friendship, which 
formed 


among such scenes is the warmest and 
Most enduring. No greater heroes were 
in the legions led by Alexander, Hanni- 
bal, Charlemange or Napoleon, for your 
achievements excelled all theirs. 


In the greatest battles of the civil 


war you contended with men oC endur- 
ance, fortitude and courage, men \\ ith 
the same birthright of freedom, imbued 
with the same spirit iof liberty, mer 
who were as conscientiously Contend- 
ing for what they deemed the right of 
the federal government, as you for 
what you just as firmly held to be your 
rights 
While our civil war, I may thruthfully 
assert the most sanguinary recorded in 
history, it was also the most remark- 
able, as in it there was no clement of 
peisonal hostility, and the soldiers as 
individuals could no-t in the nature of 
things have entertained feeling of hat- 
red fi_r each other. They fought not 
from revenge, not from malice, 
not 


from desire to shed blood, not from am- 
bition, but simply because they felt 
that there lay the path of duty.

General Wheeler touched upon the 


question of expansion by declaring 
thai southern soldiers and southern 
statesmen had ever taken a prominent 
part in all the movements looking to 
tho enlargement of our territory. 


"History for all time," he.said," will 


record that it was under sou'thern. pres- 
idents that we have wrested from the 
wild Indiana the 'greater part of the 
822,383 square miles, (/which lay between 
our thin lines .of settlement on the 
ocean and the Mississippi river; and 
under southern presidents that we 
have fielded to this domain an a.rea nine 
times as great as the present area of 
the original thirteen states. 


"While the various negotiations were 


being had, and our dominions were be- 
ing enlarged, adding ftq the glory of the 


ountry, chiefly through the influence 
of the southern clement most bitter op- 
position WUB developed in other parts ot 
the union. 


"it- is a matter o£ which the southern 


people may well take pride, that during 
.ill the great progress and advancement 
oi' oui- country, including the- armed 
contest of last year, and which I am 
glad to say now appears to be happily 
ended, no section of our land hus been 
more- devoted U> the 
cause of 
our 


country and to upholding its honor and 
prestige tha.ii people of the southern 
states. 


"Those upon whom rests the cares, 


duties and burdens of government have 
encountered no embarrassment or com- 
plaints or criticism from Southern 
states. None of their bravo volunteer 
ngimonts have asked to be returned 
from fields of active duty whon the re- 
quest has come from Governors of 
other commonwealths; volunteers Irom 
the Southern stales have promptly 
bi-ggeil for the honor of filling their 
places in the front of battle.. 


"The position in which the American 


people find themselves today was not 
sought by them, but is the logical re- 
sult of conditions thrust upon the 
country by a course of events beyond 
our control. If it bo said they were 
foreseen and predicted, it must also he 
aclmited that no power in our grasp 
could have stayed the tide, and now we 
stand before the gaze- of civilization 
confronted by grave responsibilities. 
The supreme test of American institu- 


> tions is involved, and 
the American 


system of government is on trial. 


It is said by some that while Eng- 


land, Holland, France and other na- 
tions may extend a protecting hand to 
peopleb and lands separated from the 
homo country benefiting both the pro- 
tector and the protected, that we shall 
be utterly unable to accomplish such a 
purpose. To admit this proposition, is 
to admit that our system of govern- 
ment is lacking in the essential quali- 
fications which every sovereign power 
should possess. In one year we have 
risen to the first place in the family of 
nations; to make the smallest retro- 
grade step, would be at the expense of 
the prestige we have won. To return 
to "he starling1 point of a year ago, 
would be to lose what it would take a 
century to regain. In answer to those 
who say that the policy of our fore- 
fathers forbade the extension of ter- 
iltory, I would point to Jefferson and 
the Louisiana Purchase, Monroe and 
Florida. Polk and Texas, and tho vast 
territory acquired from Mexico, and 
later to Andrew Johnson and the ac- 
quisition of Alaska. 


Tf there be any who- contend that we 


should not permit the island of Cuba 
to become part of tho "United States, 
and its people, if they desire it, to- enjoy 
all the rights of American citizenship, 
I have only to point to the official dec- 
larations of our great statesmen com- 
mencing- with Thomas Jefferson 
and 


running hrough 
almost 
the entire 


period of the first half of the- century. 
During- all that period our honored 
Statesmen and presidents from Jeffer- 
son to Buchanan laid down, in. their 
messages and state documents the im- 
perative necessity of making the Pearl 
of the Antilles1 a part of the United 
States. 


In concluding his address 
General 


Wheeler paid an eloquent tribute to 
the women of the South and the part 
they bore in the war 
and the dark 


years that followed, saying: 


"Although some of those blessed wo- 


men are still with us. many more have 
long since gone to their reward, but 
they have rocked in cradles the prin- 
ciples, minds and characters which are 
to control the future of their beloved 
land. The thought which I wish to im- 
press upon the minds of the genera- 
iton to whom we must soon intrust 
a sacixd charge, for the confederate 
soldiers' race is nearly run ,and the 
injunction which I would leave with 
your sons 
and 
daughters—for 
th'e 


daughters have the nobler part, and I 
know they will faithfully perform it- 
is this: 


"See to it that the women of the con- 


federacy have, in their posterity, a 
monument more lasting than any that 
could be built of stone."

New Plan for Payment of Ward 3 


Schgol Site, 


The proposal to secure a cite for the 


ward a school house- from thft hospital 
paying for it in yearly payments of $100 
instead of in single cash payment, as 
reported In yesterday's issue, will be 
presented to the city council next Mon- 
day evening. The school committee met 
last evening and after discussing the 
plan at length, voted unanimously in 
favor of it, and decldtu to have it pre- 
sented to the council at the nexc i-d- 
journed meeting. 


The plan is practical? as outline 1 yes- 


terday. If it is adopted tlie city will 
lake the laud, about an acre, from the 
hospital property, and instead of pay- 
ing for it outright, will make yearly 
payments of $400, forever, as long as it 
is in the use of the city. The city will 
reserve the right to buy the land cut- 
light at any future time that it is so 
desired, on the payment of some figures 
nof to exceed $8,000, which may l>e de- 
cided tipon. 


The city would hold tho land under a 


perpetual lease, and the payment would 
count as rent so far as the hospital is 
concerned, and as interest on the mon- 
ey that would otherwise have to be bor- 
rowed as far as the city is concerned. 


The school committee members seem 


to favor the plan, which woul serve at 
the same time, they say, to provide a 
lot for the city and to enable the city 
to make some kind of a payment to the 
hospital. 
It is not regarded so favorably out- 


side the school committee, however, 
and there seems to be a general feeling 
among city officials that it would be 
unwise for the city to enter into any 
such agreement. 
It is probable that 


the matter will cause a very lively dis- 
cussion in the council Monday evening. 


The offer cannot of course be pre- 


sented to the hospital board of control 
until the city is ready to make a. defi- 
nite offer of the kind, but it is be- 
lieved that if the city should decide to 
accept, this recommendation of 
the 


school committee it would be accepted 
by the hospital. 


In connection with the matter the 


school committee discussed lust eve- 
ning plans for a new school building in 
ward ", which it is believed must be 
recommended to the council as soon as 
the site is secured. The committee is 
now- considering plans v.hich are be- 
lieved to be about what the city needs 
there.

Letters from most cities in the state 


in regard to the matter of municipal 
sti-eet sprinkling- have been received, in 
answer to the queries sent out some 
time ago when the matter was under 
clPciiFsion. here. They are interesting in 
that they show that most of the cities 
in the state do the vork themselves, 
whereas it was thought at first that 
very lew did anything- in regard to it. 


In most of the cities the city owns 


its own street sprinkling carts, and lets 
the work out by contract, the men who 
do the ^ork furnishing their own horses 
and drivers. This works very satisfac- 
torily in most places, the city of Cam- 
bridge especially having- a very com- 
Dlete system which would probably 
serxe as a model if the matter comes 
up for discussion here next year. 


The majority of them do the work 


and charge a,^ roportion of the cost to 
the abuttors, the charges sometimes 
going- up as high as four cents a foot. 
In order tk> tto this It is necessary un- 
der the law that allows it and under 
which most of the cities are working to 
ha.ve this tax put with the other ta.xes 
and handed to the assessors when they 
begin their work so that the matter 
will be brought up in time next year to 
give it a full discussion, so that if the 
city wants to adopt the plan it can be 
done without any trouble.

Could Not Make Her Deposits In a Bank Keep 


Up With Checks Drawn. 


Boston, May 
11. — Another young 


woman, whose methods of doing busi- 
ness v/ith checks did not meet the ap- 
proval of th& police, was brought into 
IwlK'e headquarters yesterday afternoon, 
Uer name is Carrie M. Anderson. She is 
-& years old and lives with her mother 
and grandmother at 33 Michigan avenue, 
Dorchester. 
She was arrested on complaint of Hous- 


ton & Henderson, a "Washington street 
dry goods firm, and it is said that this 
firm cashed Tuesday and yesterday two 
checks of hers Cor $40 each, which are 
said to have been worthless. For some 
time past Miss Anderson has been a 
public stenographer with an office in the 
Hancock building on Devonshire street, 
and previous to that she had been'in the 
employ of a well-known florist. She had 
kept a bank account at the International 
Trust company, but her business meth- 
ods were such as to compel that com- 
pany to ask her to stop further business 
with it. 


She then transferred her account Ito 


the Beacon Trust company, and from 
April 11 to April 25, when the company 
closed her account, she made many de- 
posits and drew many cheeks. 
The 


checks cashed by Houston & Henderson 
were drawn on the Beacon Trust com- 
pany. Her method was the old one of 
"kiting" checks. She would make a de- 
posit; and then drawa check forarnuch 
larger amount, hoping to make another 
deposit before this check went through 
the clearinghouse. 


This scheme worked for a while, but 


she could not make her deposits keep up 
with the checks drawn, and asfo, result 
ffhe is said to be $300 behind. The police 
say that their attention was called to her , 
some time ago, and that she was warned 
then that if she continued she would 
surely get into trouble. 


Miss Anderson seemed to feel keenly

General Hughes commends the troops 


for the services they performed, and 
also speaks in high terms of the English 
volunteer brigade. The troops were de- 
tachments of the Twenty-third infantry. 
Second Oregon, Thirteenth Minnesota 
and Tenth Pennsylvania. 


Yesterday's Manila advices say that 


reports from the insurgent line, which, 
however, have not been confirmed, say 
that a meeting of the Filipino congress 
has been held at San Fernando. 
There 


was no quorum present, but, in spite of 
this fact, some business was transacted. 
The reports add that, although those 
who attended were mostly partisans of 
Aguinaldo, a strong- desire for peace 
was expressed. 


Major General MacArthur will prob- 


ably remain at San Fernando until 
fresh troops can be forwarded to him 
from this city to replace some of the 
volunteers, who have been become ex- 
hausted from the long campaign.

Our Coal of Superior Quality. 


Washington. May 11.—The French gov- 


ernment is making inquiries as to Ameri- 
can coal with a view1 to adopting it for 
the use of the French navy. Lieutenant 
De Faramond, the naval attache of the 
Frennch embassy here, was ordered to 
examine the coal now in use on Ameri- 
can warships and, having completed his 
inquiries, is now preparing a favorable 
report to the French admiralty. Letters 
from Admiral Dewey reciting- the ex- 
perience of the squadron at Manila, and 
giving the preference to American over 
British coal, were submitted to him.

Forty thousand meters of w-hite stone 


brought from the quarries of Lorraine 
lie scattered about the ChampS'Elysees.

Dust and debris and noise are every- 
where. The Palais del'Industrie, with 
all its historic and artistic associations, 
has been razed to the ground, and the 
poor little, long tortured Seine is being 
busily twisted and elbowed out of its 
natural bed, for all Paris is at work— 
at work in deadly earnest—to make the 
•world's fair "of 1900 the ne plus ultra of 
all international expositions. 


The Parisian has decided that antiq- 


uity must cease to babble of the mar- 
vels of Athens, Alexandria, 
London, 


Chicago, and the seven wonders of the, 
world must be talked of no more. Here-' 
After it shall be the hundred new won- 
ders of Paris. 


The place for the new Paris exposi- 


tion has long since been definitely de- 
".ided upon. Its site will take in the 
Champ de Mars, with the addition of 
fhe grounds of the Palais du Trocadero, 
•he Quai d'Orsay, the Esplanades des 
jnvalides, the Quai de la Conference, 
the Cours la Reine and • the grounds 
around the Palais de 1'Industrie. to say 
nothing of the space in the vicinity that 
is comprised between the Place de la 
Concorde, the Avenue d'Antin and the 
Cours la Reine. 


All this historic territory, which lies 


right in the heart of Paris, is already 
surrounded by one great high board 
fence, painted a light green, with lat- 
ticework tastefully arranged over each 
entrance. The Parisian, even when up 
to his ears in work, insists on good 
taste and tidiness. On this fence not 
«ne advertisement is allowed to be post- 
ed, and inside of it no strangers are per- 
mitted to pass. 


Unlike that beautiful white city -which 


•prang up beside Chicago so quickly 
and as quickly passed away, the new- 
buildings of the coming Paris exposi- 
tion will all, or nearly all, be perma- 
nent. There is a very impressive meth- 
od in the expositional madness -of the 
thrifty Parisian. This apparently pleas- 
ure loving yet frugal and self centered 
citizen is willing enough tp. glorify his 
country with great and unsurpassed 
fairs and also to instruct the different 
peoples of a less enlightened outside 
world in the arts and sciences, but at 
the same time he contrives to make 
the welfare of the exposition identical 
with that of his ever loved Paris. This 
spirit is now resulting in the practical 
reconstruction of the city. In the case 
of the present exposition it is true that 
Paris' has not been ungenerous in its 
Hubvention to the great fair, but each 
sacrifice has been of such a nature that 
it in the end roust result in the addition 
of new beauties to what is already the 
most beautiful part of Paris, already 
acknowledged the most beautiful city 
in the world.

Vlarye's heights at Fredericksburg and 
marched his corps 35 miles in 24 hours 
o keep an appointment at Gettysburg 
on July 'i. There was mourning in the 
camp when "Uncle John" fell. 


All the Union operations in Virginia 


on May 9 were aimed at Richmond. 
General Kautz's cavalry raiders, sweep- 
ing from the B!ack>vatey to the James, 
forced the passes of Nottoway river and 
joined Butler's army, which that day 
moved out against the defenses of Rich- 
mond on the south. At daylight that 
morning Sheridan's ten thousand stood 
to horse on the Richmond turnpike, 
forming a. column U miles long, headed 
for the Confederate capital. 
At the 


crossings of North Anna river both 
Wilson's and Merritt's divisions fought 
with Stuart's troopers. 


In the advance on Dalton Sherman's 


armies encountered Johnston's, posted 
behind Rocky Face ridge. Four army 
corps, including Hooker's, Howard's 
and Schofield's, fought for the passes of 
mountain crests. Five desperate Fed- 
eral assaults were repulsed by the Con- 
federates. While this was going on Joe 
Wheeler and Edward M. McCook, the 
fighting trooper of the famous family, 
crossed sabers in a lively combat on the 
fUink "f the armies. Wheeler won the 
::iy. Away in the southwest corner of 
Virniniji the Confederate troops had 
their > n « i n salt works, and on May 9 ' 
two i-nlumns under Crook and Averell 
weite marching to. destroy them. Fleet 
John Morgan was there too. Sending a 
brigade to help stand off Crook, he 
played hide and seek with Averell all 
day, bringing him to battle and defeat 
on the 10th. This was Morgan's only 
campaign in Virginia; also the first aft- 
er his famous escape from the Ohio 
prison. The value of Morgan's pictur- 
esque raids has been questioned, but 
he saved the salt of the Confederacy all 
right on May 9, 1864.

The case against Guiseppe Ranieri, 


the Pittsfleld Italian, held by the local 
police on the charge of attempting to 
commit murder 
by sending 
poison 


through the mails, took a ne\v turn 
this morning1, which -makes ihe affair 
more mysterious than ever, as far as 
the motives of the man are concerned. 


The powders that were sent to Fran- 


cesco de Sabato and his wife in this 
city were not poison. This was devel- 
oped by the analysis made by Professor 
Mears of Williams college, and al-. 
though he is unable to discover just 
what the powders are, ho is satisfied 
thdt there was no poison J'n them. The 
ease therefore pioves to have been a 
lemarkable attempt at intimidation of 
some kind, \ihlch is made all the mere 
peculiar by other facts in the case 
which have not before been mode pub- 
lic. 


In view of *he discovery that there 


was no poison^concerned in the affair, 
the police were at first decided to bring 
a charge of threatening, but as there 
were legal complications in fixing1 a 
sentence for this, thec hargc of assault 
was brought against Ranieri, to which 
he pleaded guilty. On this charge he 
was sent to Pittsfield jail for 30 days. 


This is not the chief feature cf 'lie 


case as it now stands, however. a.s the 
month of imprisonment to which Ran- 
ieri is sentenced will give the postofnce 
authorities, who are now investigating 
the case, 
times to secure evidence 


against him for sending obscene and 
threatening matter through the mail?. 
There is gaod ground for believing that 
a strong: case can be made of the 
strange developments in the affair. 


When the man was first'1 arrested, as 


the papers reported at the time, the lo- 
cal police had had the powder that was 
addressed to Sabato examined bv a 
local chemist, who reported that it gave 
evidences of containing arsenic. The 
powder was then sent ;to Professor 
Mears, who. after careful work on it, 
announced that it contained no poison. 
There was other powder, 
however, 


which had been sent to Sabato's wife 
before, as was reported, and which 
Professor Mears analyzed. In this he 
was unable to find any poison, but he 
was unable to tell just what it v, m. ! 
and recommended a physical test. This, 
was done, the powder being tried on a 
dog at the police station. This demon- 
strated that there was no poison in it, 
although the nature of the powder is 
still undetermined. 


The case was therefore put m its 


present aspect, which offers more diffi- 
culties in the way of solution than 
when the powders were thousrht to 
contain poison. 


The story is a remarkable one, and 


unless Ranieri will say more than he 
has at present it may be hard to find 
out just what his purpose was in writ- 
ing the strange letters that were sent 
to Sabato and his wife \vith the po-w- 
dcrs. Ranieri admits that he wrote all 
the letters, although different names 
were signed to many of them, more let- 
ters that were received by the woman 
before the last one which resulted in 
the arrest, having bene placed in the 
hands of the chief. 


The motive seems to have been one of 


intimidation or revenge. Ranieri says 
that the woman Rosie, wife of Sabato, 
lived with him in Pittsfield for about 
10 months and then returned to her 
husband. He s?.ys that the first pow- 
ders he sent were addressed to the wo- 
man, 
and were quinine. This Professor 


Mears finds to be untrue, as there is no 
quinine in the powders. The last pow- 
ders, Ranieri says, were made of wheat 
flour and brick dust, and were sent to 
deceive the man. 


As nearly as can be made from his 


story, which has to ocme through an 
interpreter, he sent a number of letters 
to the woman, signing them with dif- 
ferent names. He introduced a ficti- 
tous character called Katrina Gregoria, 
whom he called a witch doctor, claim- 
ing that she could make Rosie con- 
sumptive-and kill her in time. He also 
wrote a letter and signed it with his 
name, which made threats of what the 
witch doctor could do. 


Therei were also- a. number of other 


names used in Ranieri's letters, and he 
sigr.ed some of his epistles with these 
names, hinting at all kinds of threats 
ag-ainst her or her husband, and mak- 
ing1 frequent mention of a vendetta, 
which would result in her death. 


All these statements are confirmed,1 


by the letters in the possession of the 
police here. Then Ranieri goes on to 
say that Rosie wrote to him asking him 
to secure poison for hey with whicli 
she might kill her husband, and that 
in 'return he sent her the powder that 
he calls quinine. This Rosie denies, 
saying that she never even referred to 
such a thing1 to him. Ail the letters 
Ranieri sent are obscene in the ex- 
treme. 


In regard to the last letter which re- 


sulted in his arrest, Ranieri claims that 
he wrote it to the worrian, inclosing the 
powder, which he knew to be harm- 
less, and then purposely addressed it to 
the husband, saying that he wanted to 
"let the husband know hat was going 
on." This would ma.ke it seem* 1 hat he 
had a notion of ruining the woman, in 
her family, In revenge for not havinR 
been able to make her return to live 
with him. 


Another theory that seems 
most 


plausible is that Ranieri at .first really 
meant to have the husband poisoned, 
so that he might have the woman re- 
turn to him, and that lie really thought 
he was sending poison when he sent 
the first powders. It is'very possible 
that he went into some drug store and 
asked for poison, and that the clerk 
being suspicious, should have ,<riven him 
the harmless powder instead.' 


Then it is thought that Ranieri, 8"e- 


ing that his first attempt was not suc- 
cessful, and fearing that tho woman 
might accuse him to her husband, con- 
cocted the last powder ,that he sent, 
and addressed it to the liufeband, pro- 
tending that the letter was meant for 
the woman, in order to throw suspicion 
on her in order to save himself. 


Ranieri says In regard to me powder 


that he calls quinine tbat ,a woman he 
knew in New York found it on the 
street, but it is believed to be more 
probable that he bousrht it th'nkinq 
that it was poison, especially as ho wns 
probably right In telling "what the last 
powders were made of. 
''

This is seetinn S of 
chapter 1-, and it bays that no person 
shall "distribute w causes to be dis- 
tributor!, ••>!• thrown, any handbills, cir- 
culars, advertisements, or any other 
papers c-xcept newspapers to purchas- 
ers thereof," in any street, alley or 
other public place. 


Mr. Temple said the police should be

Thep ractice 


seems to prevail in many places, espe- 
cially on Center street, of throwing 
packing papers in the street when 
goods are unpacked in front of the 
stores, and it is this largely which 
makes the trouble. 


It is an ordinace which is quite gen- 


erally neglected, hut it is interesting 
to notice in connection, with the mat- 
ter that a case was brought against a 
merchant in Holyoke this week under 
a similar ordinance, and the merchant 
was fined for throwing such papers in 
the street.
